I need not here inſert how Bacchus 
became a Grape for Zr:70ne,or remem- 


ber 
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ber the reſt of the Gods ſtealths3 it's 
ſufficient to prove Aphrodite the po- 
"tenteſt of them all, inthat all vaile to 
her and ber ſonric, (he tonone. W ife- 
ly therefore did Pars to diſpoſe of 
the Ba{, fo as hee made the Ruler of 
thetriple world his friend with it. 
Secondly, I applaud his judging for 
the Sea-born Queen, when I conſider 
th: quality of the gifts that the three 
goddeſſes were Miſtreſles of. The one 
could lade his head with Starry 
Crownes, the Badges of the gods, and 
ambition of men : but why ſhould his 
great mind ſtoop to that Lure which 
even a Cynick could diſdaine ? Did not 
Diogenes preferre his Tub before the 
Lucnlent Throne of Alexander the 
Great, the whole worlds rerror? which 
proud humility ſo pleaſed that migh- 
ty Hero , as hee thought that careleſle 
Snails condition better than all mens, 
but his owne, wherefore he broke out 


| into ſuch expreſſions, 7 could wiſh Pp 
e 
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be Diogenes rf 7 were not Alexaiidet 5 
bur he and they that ſtand upon 'the 
pinacle3 of State, need nor boaſt their 
!lippery height, bur remember rhey 
walke not upon a Helix that ſtill enlar- 
geth, but upon Fortunes wheele,where- 
of having reached the top they muſt 
deſcend rothe lower ſpokes,as did Da- 
r19s the Potent, Oſmen the Proud, 
(whom a [anizarre diſpatched) Beliza- 
ris the valiant, Creſws the rich, Priemae 
the faire, Nero the crnell,- Seranm the 
haughty, cum mulr#s alits que nune; ec, 
More wretched in the evening of their 
lives thah [rws, for miſeram eſt fwiſſe fe- 
licem, Had I wift is an idle-#peech, 
Whether doe theſe Crowns arid 'Seep? 
ters the worlds magnalis, but "infler{ 
the bals and rackers-of Fortune, hurrive 
men ? through' how miny re(leffe 
nights and lefle reftfa!l rhoughes| doe 
they chaſe theſe ſweer birter joyes' / as 
rhe more we graſp the theev iſh ſands, 
the faſter rhey ſteale through our'fin- 
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gers : {o is content the farther from 
them the more they ſeeke it inthe fa- 
diog glories of the world,which like an 
Tgnu fatuw firſt lead them through 
wild untrodden paths, then by vaſtat- 
ery thoughts tothat Precipice, whence 
they fall and are torne like <Abſyrim, 
{wno could alſo have made him Ma- 
ſter of inexhauſtible mines of gold, 
the ſoul of the world, the price of lives 
and Lawes, the Terminus ad quem, to 
which moſt a&ions are byaſed : but 
why ſhoulda Prince make that his Ru- 
ler which Plato baniſherh from his 
Common-wealth, as the mother. and 
nurſe of vice, and an envious ſpirit 
exciting to ſacriledge apd murder ? 
This was too poore a bait to take No- 
as ear was fleighted _ by the 
Shepheards of Arcadia, a happy peo- 
' ple,wanting little, becauſe they defired 
not much, But this meanes Par# kept 
himſelfe from the fever of avarice, for 
ſuch is the ſacred hunger of gold, _ 
w 
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who ſo enjoyes moſt of it, ſeeks (Yot- 
pone |ike) by ſordid peyurytoaccumu- 
late more. But is it not the heightof 
folly to live poore all a mans life, todic 
rich ? | 
The other Goddefle could have dec- 
ked his head withever ſpringing bayes, 
and fill'd his hand with triumphant 
Palme, the price of blond and ſweat. 
I confeſſe it was ſorne unhappinefle 
that he looked upon theſe with fotrah- 
fient, and carcleſſe an eye 2 eye ſaid 1 ? 
had it been in the power of his Opticks 
to have reached ſych objeRs, as Prow- 
eſle (the. metal}) and Knowledge (the 
varniſh of 2 man, )it would have remo- 
yed all hefitations and {cruples from 
him, and made him have devoted him- 
ſelfe to the Lady of ſuch treaſure, and 
Lovelineſſe: |

But how could he be taken with this 
amability ſince it was not viſible?ſince 
Ariſtotle ( Natures great Secretary ) 
affirmes, Nemo amore capitur, niſi qui 
fuerit amte forma ſpecieq; deleftatw, no 
man loves but be who was firſt deligh- 
red with the comlineſle and formoſitic 
of the objea ? 

The true des of valour and wilſe- 
dome Paris could hardly forme in his 
mind, but he might cafily throng his 
head with thoughts of tedious mar- 
ches, dangerfull attempts, fleep-break- 
ings,night-watchings,mortall wounds, 
_ thouſand other Gorgons heads thar 
ſenſe held out to deterre him ; ſo that 
who could imagine hf ſhould aſpire 

ro 
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ro that as a reward, of the perill and 
rrouble whereof he had a full proſpeR, 
and but an eclipſed glimpſe of the glo- 
ry 2 He ſaw bur the thornes that hid 
the Roſes, and even this glimpſe was 
much clouded by the refulgence of the 
third Deity, the beames of whoſeeyes 
(thoſe cwinnes of light) fo dazz'ed his, 
aS he could looke at no other objeR, 0 
fares it with a man that forces his cyes 
againſt the Sun. The eye and the care 
be the Cardinal ſenſes of inquitition 3 
and though the earec 15 the conduit-pipe 
of Faith,which(as ſacred Rolls report) 
comes by hearing, yet certaine it is. 
that the eye takes in the perfeRter no-

Suppoſe a couple of Apples were

ſomewhat withered with lying, but re- 
ſtorative, and of an excellenr vertue, 
would any one blame the child (ſeeing 
be cannot fee the inrrinſique worth of 
the other) for chuſing that which gave 
a pleaſant raſte tothe eye, before it was 
ſeized by the teeth > No more caulſc 
have we to chide with Pars for rcje- 
Ring of Pallas for Y ewws,fince he could 
not diſcerne the worth and beauty of 
the one, (it being hid in the ſecrer Ca- 
biner of her ſoulc) bur might of the 
other, ſince his eyes were full Maſters 
of the rare obje&t of her exquiſite 


Phiſnomy, and divine feature , with| 


which ſweet looks ſhe caught all her 
bebolkders by the eye-lids 3 and being fo 
rarely faire, he might well thinke her 
a5 rarely vertuons, tor vultw index ani 
mi, the frame and compoſition of the 
mind doth follow the trame and com- 
poſition of the body : ſo where the bo- 
dies furniture : #5 beauty, the minds

company, as attending upon her, and 
holding up her trainc, | 
Neither is the reward that Yenus 
could have beſtowed on Pars to be fer 
in the reere, but deſerves to be ranked 
inthe firſt file of deſert; andif we con- 
ſider Paris as Paris, and not asa Prince, 
hers of all rhe reſt was moſt neceflary 
for him,ſhe could reſtore his ribto his 
fide, which who ſo mifleth, wants lalfe 
of himſclfe. | 
His fortune might play her ſelfe, 
and ſuffer one that had more yron than 
he,totake away all his gold, for fortune 
is like April in-raine,orthe Moone in 
the laſt Quarter, itwill ſoone change 


but Y'enws could throw into his armes'x _\ 


friend without change, a Play- fellow 
F 4 With- 
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without ſtrife, that after his thoughts 
had kept full Terme, and been drowned 
in the deep /dea's of State, could have 
ht him cheerfull apd vacant in- 
tervalls, and proved the beſt Heleberwm 
againſt Melancholy. Did he defire ro 
extend his life beyond his life, and 
make the Ages to come his owne ? ſhe 
in requitall of his Princely cmbrzces, 
could yeeld him reall fruirs of his love, 
little 1Iiving PiRures of himſelfz, that 
ſhould alwayes carry him about them, 
and tranſmit him to poſterity, they to 
eternity, Thus might he ſwallow time 
its ſelte,and outlive himſelfe, 

Euen 7#»o afterwards thought this 
the moſt -prevalent Argument, and 
therefore the chiefe motive ſhe uſed ro 
«Mol to let looſe his deftruſtive 
breath upon «Axes, and his fragments 
of Troy,as he was tranſporting of 1/iuwm 
over the angry Sea to /taly, was, that 
ſhe would give him Dezopeia for a Sa-

And its more than probable that ſuns 
would have uſed this Argument to 
Pari,but that ſhe knew ſhe ſhould have 
bcen outbidden by the Queen and Mo- 

nopoliſt 
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nopoliſt of Beauty. 

Thirdly, I cannot but ſubſcribe to 
Parts his ſentence, when I ruminate 
upon the penalties rhat either of the 
Deities could inflit upon him for rc- 
jecting of them, 

Inmo could darame up the rich 
ſtreams of yellow Tazas (whoſe foame 
is Amber,and gravell Gold) from run- 
ning into his coffers, bur no matter;for 
how could he know want that enjoyed 
loves daughters fair hairzand the freſh» 
eſt Corall (alas roo meane a word) the 
rubies of her Lips, and her Sunny eyes 
(the ſtaine of Diamonds) the two cen- 
* ters of beauty, whercin all the {nes of 
Love met ? ſntotarerum Natura, nibil 
forma divinixa nihil augnſtins, nihil pre- 
tioſws, ſaith Tſocrates, In all Natures 
treaſure there is nothing ſo divine and 
facred, nothing ſo precious and Maje- 
ſticall as Beauty, its Natures Crowne, 
Gold,and Glory ; bonum fi non ſwmmuns 
de ſummis tames non infrequenter triam- 

hans. 
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hans, Minerva might make her My- 


{tcries of Philoſopby ftrangers to hin, 


and unlock her fecrers to more quick- 
filver'd ſpirirs , who yet were below 
his envy ; for how many Princes break 
their flcep with the Puidetze of Bus, 
or poring upon Ariſtorles intricate que- 
ſtiens inthe real:tie of Numerws ? And 
yet their governments miſcarry not, 
they having the moſt refined wits, and 
mature judgements to be their Parri- 
cipes curarum, and band opinions with 
them for the fafery of their Monar- 
chies. As for her other gift, Conqueſt, 
he defired rather (like a good Parrior} 
to have bis Land deckt with Peace, and 
the child of Peace, good husbandry, 
than watred with his enemies blond, 
or glutred with their fat, knowing thar 
the ſhining title of a Conquerour did 
indeed lircle help to the happineſle of 
life. Bur whar it he had been ſtrong as 
Hercules, valiant as Hedtor, conld his 
force have ranſomed Troy from ruine 2 


or 
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or nnderpropt the proud Paladhof 
Priamms ? No, ſaid his excellent Bro- 
ther that dyed laden with ſo many tro- 
phics of Honour :

Few Columnes are gilded with the 
Memorials of any victory obtained 
only by the Generals ſingle Valour, 
But Yen that had his heart in her 
hand couldhave made the torrent of his 
affeions run in what channel ſhe plea- 
ſed, and doted upon ſome deformed 
eMopſs, lome rotten trunke and ruſty 
face, the ſpoile of Age and triumph of 
lineſſe, whom (when the ſcales were 
fallen from his eyes) he ſhould have 
diſcovered to have been a Beldame 
foule as the beaſt thar ſuckled him,then 
would her harſh haire (which once he 


thought 
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thought finer than flax) appeare near 
allyed to Foxes Furre, her complexion 
Couſin germane tothe ſwart 1ndiev, or 
tawney Adore 3 ber breath(which once 
be thought fragrant as the Weſt wind) 
ſhould then ſmell like an Obolet able 
toblaſt a flower, and her whole com- 
poſirion prove the torment of hiseyes, 
| and this plague he could no way fly:

4. Another * reaſon that induceth 
me to ſtand ro his award, is, becauſe he 
judged -for the moſt innocent and 
blameleſle of the competitors, her 
whole life was not tained with ſo ma- 
ny ſpots as the others. 7#no hid a black 
ſoule in her not faire body, No viſor 
can maske her cruelty to Piom Aintas, 
and his weather-beaten Navy (which 
the high hand of Providence had 
pluckt (as, firebrands) out of Troges 
flames) and to poore 10, whom her an- 


ger transformed toa hciter , and com- 


mitted to ſo rigorous a Guardian as 
booriſh Argus, who bound her yvory 
necke with an unworthy halter, and fed 
her with bitter ſallads, (who deſerved 
eaſmbroſiat)andwatred her at the brook 
(which when ſhe went to taſt, ſhe ofc 
ran back, as afraid of her owne face) 
who merited Near, and allowed her 


the carth only (not alwayes green) wo 
er 
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her bed, once not unworthy of the 
thunderer himſelfe, No lefle cruell 
was ſuns tothe divine Nonacrine Caliſts 
(who once inflamed her old Letcher) 
in lading ber whileome lovely skin 
with horrid rough haire, and conver- 
ring ker limber fingers(once compaQts 
of warme ſnvow and ſoft yvory) into 
ugly Pawes, 2nd making that mouth to 
grin; ſothat ſhe was afraid of her owne 
voice)which was erit ſo praiſed of love. 

None will excuſe her malice againſt 
Semele, whom ſhe ſought by unworthy 
covert treachery to deſtroy, metamor- | 
phiſing her ſelfe into her old ,Beldame 
Nurſe Beree of Epidaure, Nohare fo 
deadly ayd certaire, as that which is 
masked rhe viſor of lovesfor thar 
like thunder hits before it ſpeaks :

With what fury did ſhe agitate the 
ſubverſion of the houſe of Cadmu ? 
did not ſhe roo excite the Furiesro the 
ruine of Athamas and 7#0, (for noother 
cauſe than for their pitty and picty in 
foſtring their Nephew Bacchus, whoſe 
mother Semele her rage had aſready 
tragedized ) deſcend by the horrid 
ſhades of deadly Eve, to Di his dire 
q Pa- 
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Palace, andrthere commanded, promi- 
led, and intreated all in one breath; and 
at laſt incenſed T:ſiphonero prepare for 
them bruiſed Hemlockethe ſpargings . 
of dead mens eycs, mad dopgs foame, 
Frogs bloud, the juice of Mandrakes, 
Adders eares, horned Poppeyz Cys 
preſſe boughs, Baſtlisks bloud, Infants 
tat, Scritchowles eggs , blacke Cats 
brain, Henbane, N ightſhade, &c2 with 
theſe and more ſuch poiſonous drugs, 
ſhe ſo infuriated them, - as the father 
Athamas difht ovt the braines of his 
owne ſonne Clearchm,' and the mother 
[#9, (having ſnakes hiſſing about hes: 
head) precipirated hex ſelte, withher 


other child Malacertes,from arock int6! 
the 1anien Seazthen Inns (likeancremy., 
to the kumane -race); rarned- all the 
tleſhy hearted T hbeban Ladies that Pt- 
tied them into. Cadmeayn Fow les,or Sta- 
rues and Monuments pf her revenge 
and envy. 

I nced not remember her timing. 
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of Hemw a King, and Rhodope a Queen; 
into Thracian Mountaineszthe Pigmean 
Matron Geranzics into a Crane (who 
now bids battell to her owne ſubje&s) 
Antigone the faire daughter of Laome- 
don into a Storke, who ftill claps her 
wings to her owne Plaudite. Certaine 
it is that\none was more cruell, mali- 
Cious, or jealous than ſhe, none more 
revengefull in her jealoufie, infomuch 
as ſhe could not forbeare the Dedalian 
Statue, which angry /ove threatned ro 
marry , but upon the reconciliation 
cauſed it to feed its owne deſtruion, 
fire. 

Nor was Pals altogether immacu- 
late, the pride of her haughty ſpirit 
would not let her acknowledge any 
equall, no not in the common Art of 
ſpinning, no not Arachne her ſelfe, 
Arachne that made the pretty Nymphs 
of Tmolus often forſake their Vines,and 
the ſleek Pa&oliav Nympbhs their prat-| - 
ling ſtreames, to looke upon her rare 

warps,

warps , but her her cruelty made a 
contemptible Spider, who ſtill intan- 
gles Art (like flies ) in her cunning 
Network, which the ſubtileſt hand is 
to0 grofle to imitate. 

This Goddeſfle alſo gave ſomewhar 
too much way to Anger and fury when 
ſhe ſent a fury to torture poore Ag las- 
ros ( one of the Cycropiaes ) only for 
being a little long tongu'd, like the 
tyrannous Fairy that entailes the fides 
of Tell-rales to the print of her nailes. 

But ſome grave ſtreight-laced Ma- 


tron ( who is conſtant to one, becauſe 


her ſuperannuated feature doth nor 


Pleaſe any other), may cavill that Ye- 


»us Was not without her Mole, but was 
ouilty of falfifying her Conjugall 
truſt, (he looked with one eye upon 
Adulterous Mars, with the other upon 
Horried Yslcan, whom the taught the 
note of C4prit, and made his blacks 


| browes to bud. 


But this Peccaci//o is too light to 
G 2 weigh 
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weigi with the others groſle enormi- 
tiess this fault ( if ir deferves that 
name) falls under acapacity of Par- 
don, as proceeding from infirmity, 
but murder and malice from pre- 
ſamption ; ſhe was ſo far from mur- 
dering any, as ſhe would rather make 
more; ſhe was ſo far from ſending Fu- 
ries to torture any, as ſhe was willing 
to prevent their tortures,

reaſon may we .chide with thoſe La- 
dics, who being rich in Beauty (ſcorne 
ing Art) ſuffer their Loyall Amoriſts 
| todye for love of them uapittyed. And 
why might not one Yenw ſerve both 
Mars and Vulcan within heaven (both 
being twins in love to her) as well as 
one Fires doe the Gemiriwithout hea- 
ven? ? 
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5. But it cannot be with any forc- 
head denied:', that Affre« her ſelfe 
prompted him to this diſpoſall , be» 
cauſe therein he followed the will of 
the Donor, of this prize of beauty, 
which was the Motto it bore 3 Detur 
pulchriori, Give thus to the faireſt : 
Which if we expound literally to be 
meant of exterior beauty, doubtleſle 
to her it belonged, if we judge it meant 
of interior beauty of the mind, yet to 
her, becauſe ſhe was not ſpotted and 
contaminated with ſo many vices as 
the reſt. 

But ſome may objeX that Pars did 
violate the League and Law of Nati- 
ons, in robbing of Menelaws a Sove- 
raigne Prince of the beſt jewell of his 
life, his deare Helens. 

This I may anſwer with that Pro- 
verbiall axiom, F aflere fallentem non eſt 
fra, todeceive a deceiver is no deceit, 
His Aunt Heſione was detained Cap- 
tive in Salam by Thelemon, under pre- 

tence 
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tence that Hercules when he razed Troy, 
beſtowed her on him, fhe not reſtored, 
being demanded by her brother Pr#- 
amus his Legates, Paris by ſtealing of 
the Spartan Queen cry d the Gree/ans 
quit. 

Whoever blamed Dias and the Ty- 
rian Lords, for robbing avarous P!g- 
malion of his heaps of gold 2? as little 
cauſe have we to wrangle with Paris 
for this amorous ſicalth : For if we be 
angry with Corn-ingroſſers, and mi- 
ſers that hoord up a little worldly 
pelfe, why ſhould we not as well blame 
them that ingroſle rich beauties , fo 
much the more, by how much the trea- 
ſure that they ingroſle is more divine 
and precious than their trifling riches? 

But ſome may objec, that Pars by 
this judgement made himfſelfe. as his 
mother Hecuba dreamt he would prove, 
the firebrand of his Countrey ;/twas 
he that did devaſt and deſtroy Treo, 
ſometimes ſtrong inwealth and wals : 
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Notiſſima fama 

Inſula, dives opum, Priami dium Regna ma- 
nebant,

The Median and Perſian Fates arc not 
like that pack of petty Tyrants thar 
make At#s and Ordinances to day, and 

viatethem void too morrow, no, their

Pur the ſecond comma where he would 
have had ir mcant, r=. next that verb 
Redibis, whereas he ſhould have placed 
it next the Adverbnunquam, and thus 
falſly animated he ingaged, and brea- 
thed his laſt, inthe Arrempr. 

Thus the 11jan Prince Parts having the 
3 Goddefles ſtanding before him, and 
pleading for the prize of beauty, con- 
ferr'd it upon Yenu, becauſe he con- 
ceiv'd, ſhe being the porenteſt of the
